hat started out as a blind date is 

set to culminate in a very public 

celebration of a city's 

love affair with a footballing 

dynasty in the making. There 
was an undeniable chemistry from the first time 
“a wide-eyed and curlous Western Australian 
public glimpsed the flirtatious new face of the 
NSL fess than four years ago, the day glam- 
orous Perth Glory strolled down the catwalk for 
the first time. 

The issues of date and venue finally settled 
last weekend, charismatic second-year coach, 
Bernd Stange, will lead Perth down the aisle and 
into the 1999/2000 NSL Grand Final on Sunday 
Week, where a guest-list numbering around 43,000 
will roar its approval and formalise the emotional 
bond between a great team and a parochial and 
adoring public. 

After last weekend only Wollongong City and 
Carlton remain alive in the race to potentially party- 
poop that super-sized Subiaco Oval celebration on 
June 11. 

Only one of them gets to trek west for the 
biggest date on the domestic calender, with those 
wonderful Wolves. hosting white-hot Carlton this 
weekend to decide who gets the crack at Glory in 
the Subiaco showdown. 

Carlton's league best season winning-streak 
was extended to six in succession last Sunday as 
the. Victorians eliminated Sydney Olympic 2-1 in 
sudden death extra time to end a pulsating minor 
semi final. 


Deserved of an audience far in excess of the 
pathetic Olympic Park turnout of just 2.552, the 
Carlton - Olympic clash provided the superior qual- 
ity footy of the two games played last weekend: 
equal portions of intensity, skill and sheer artistry 
throughout and thoroughly engaging. 

Steve Horvat's awkard-looking first goal in 
Carlton colors ended Olympic’s season deep into 
extra time, yet so little was there between the two 
teams that an abrupt exit from the play-offs sud- 
denly became an entirely inappropriate punishment 
for the vanquished. 

Nothing will console.a clearly heartbroken and 
Shattered Olympic, finals footy once again under- 
Scoring her reputation as an unforgiving mistress.

Sydney Olympic coach Branko

cameo helping his teammates to finally 
shrug off the cloying self doubt which had 
apparently settled in. 

As for the Wolves, having erased 
any lingering doubts about their ability to 
actually play in this company they now 
retum home to shoulder the burden of the 
lofty expectations held by their own ador- 
ing fans. 

Wollongong's free-wheeling 
4999/2000 team will inevitably be deemed 
~ however unfairly - as having failed 
should the hard-earned double chance 
not translate into at least a grand final 
date. 

Facing the demons of a day in the 
Subiaco cauldron and living to tell the tale 
will do a Wollongong team bereft of 
significant finals experience the 
world of good. 

But an even sterner test of 
nerves might well come-against a 
Carlton team which is emotionally 
freed up by comparison; this is now 
bonus territory for teams coming 
out of the elimination rounds. 

The dead track slog against 
Olympic will have taken a physical 
and emotional toll on Carlton, yet 
the eventual gritty victory. has fur- 
ther bolstered their 
sense of self-confi- 
dence and fueled a 
growing belief that 
nothing is impossi- 
ble for this team in 
its current mood. 

Carlton's 
momentum should 
be causing furrowed 
brows within the 
Wollongong camp, 
and possibly Perth's 
as well. 

The six con- 
secutive wins and a 
9-1-1 return from their last 11 starts 
is impressive enough, but the mere 
figures don't reveal that Carlton 
that has claimed minor premiers, 
Perth, runner-up, Wollongong, as 
well as finalists Olympic (twice) and 
Marconi (twice) as victims during 
the killing spree. 

Just as Wollongong can boast 
a multi-pronged offence which is 
overdue a_ substantial return, 
Carlton's depth of talent is a bit 
scary. 

Olympic's Paul Kohler tumed 
Simon Colosimo into a bystander 
last weekend and skipper Andrew 
Marth looked lost against Marconi 
the previous week, yet Carlton's 
bandwagon has been rolling along 
nicely often despite no significant 
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contributions from players perceived as 
their match-winners. 

Predictably, Wollongong's record- 
setting goalscoring pace has been 
reduced to a mere trickle in the rarified 
finals air and it's not going to get any eas- 
ier for any configuration of the 
Chipperfield, Young, Masi, Petrovski and 
Menillo gun slinging posse offered up by 
Theodorakopoulos (below) this weekend, 

The current theory that Carlton lacks 
pace at the back has about a much rele- 
vance as Craig Deans’ hairstyle in the 
context of popular culture, 

* Put in lay terms, Carlton's stingy 
recent record doesn't so much hint at as 
loudly trumpet the message that this team 
knows how to play tight-arse football. 

To squeeze even one goal from a 
Carlton team which has kept five of its last 
seven opponents scoreless and conceded 
just two goals in the past seven games is 
clearly a tough ask. 

Yet Carlton is prone to moments of 
slapstick - witness the late triple by South 
Melbourne at Olympic Park in round 30 or 
the gift they allowed Ante Juric last 
Sunday. 

Given Wollongong's propensity for 
keeping the game in their front half and in 
staying in their oppo- 
Nnent's face, a prolifera- 
tion of chances at least 
offers the home side a 
weight of © numbers 
opportunity to catch 
Cariton during one of 
those rare moments. 

Historically the 
preliminary final is a 
thrill ride played with 
Kamikaze — commit- 
ment, the penultimate 
game of the campaign 
almost inevitably pro- 
viding more goals and 
incidents than conceded in the guarded 
early stages of the play-offs or the grand 
final still to come. 

The first preliminary final of the new 
millennium suggests more of the same as 
the most prolific offence in NSL history 
matches up againt the meanest defence 
going around in 1999/2000. 

Wollongong boasts a host of poten- 
tial goalscorers and creates such a vol- 
ume of chances that the law of averages 
becomes an extra goalscoring ally; 
Carlton has as many options but is con- 
tent to trade away a lesser number oppor- 
tunities in favor of superior quality. 

Should both sides play to strengths 
and produce at or near best expect this 
‘one to go off. 
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robably half a dozen of the NSL’s 
perennial strugglers would likely 

happily fill their shoes, but the 
reality for former competition heavy- 
weights Adelaide City and Marconi is 
that both clubs are going nowhere fast. 

With a combined total of seven 
national championships between them, 
both clubs still manage to trade on past 
reputations. 

Marconi went to the finals for a 
record 14th time this season and Adelaide 
City's now trademark late run was enough 
to continue the club's record-breaking 11 
successive play-off appearances. 

However the aura of success is just 
an illusion these days. 

The truth is that Marconi hasn't won 
a national title since 1993 and has done 
nothing of note since losing the 1996 
grand final against the Knights. 

Adelaide City hasn't played in a 
grand final since 1995 and slumped from 
champions in 1994, to second, third and 
fourth in consecutive post-season stand- 
ings before ending the past three cam- 
paigns out of business in the elimination 
final. : 

Both teams were outclassed - hum- 
bled, actually - in their respective elimina- 
tion rounds this time around and were 
merely making up the numbers. 

With Marconi still able to compete 
aggressively in the transfer market coach, 
Eddie Krncevic, should be in a position to 
follow up on his commitment to turning 
over his playing list. 

It's time. 

A couple of mates in Adelaide were 
overjoyed that | wrote City's obituary for 
2000 a few weeks prematurely, but 
despite getting some great value from a 
couple of young newcomers this season, 
it's hard to see where the Croweaters go 
fram here. 

Five of Adelaide's mainstays will start 
next season as thirty-somethings, Mori is 
no certainty to stay and with the club 
bereft of the lure of the lucre it might mean 
rebuilding from near scratch. 

If not sooner, certainly before too 
long. 

They'd be blowing up party balloons 
and cracking open a Moet just for being 
there in places like Newcastle, Gippsland 
or Brisbane. 

But for superclubs like Marconi and 
Adelaide City merely making up the num- 
bers is as sad and futile as two bald guys 
fighting over'a comb. 

Both clubs have got some tough 
decisions to make over the next few 
months. 


amian Mori a finals choker? It's 

probably a tough call to single out 
a bloke who's career is already in hall 
of fame and history book territory, but 
it's not the first time the suggestion 
has been whispered around the traps. 

While there is hardly an NSL 
goalscoring record ‘Frogga’ doesn't own, 
his numbers in the games that count don't 
look too flash. 

Despite finishing each of his last five 
full NSL seasons as the Zebs' top 
goalscorer and is just a tick off a goal per 
every other of his 299 regular season 
games, Mori has hit the target just once in 
his last 12 finals, between 1994/95 and 
1999/2000. 

Mori bagged three in the series when 
Adelaide fast won the national title in 
1993/94, including a sizzler which settled

the grand final against the Melbourne 
Knights, but hasn't been a factor since his 
penalty provided the only goal of the 
game in the 94/95 Major Semi Final ist 
Leg win over the same team.

“| think just the fact that Adelaide City 
has struggled in the semi-finals in recent 
years hasn't helped him either.

Adelaide City in the dual-legged elimi- 
nation final, or what? 

With some justification the Olympic 
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camp went into this one still 
steaming from the ears at 
their untimely exit from the 
finals series at the hands of 
the Zebs just 12 months pre- 
viously. 

With a much-disputed, 
last-gasp winner in the very 
last game of the 98/99 cam- 
paign Adelaide City edged 
Olympic 1-0, exchanging 
seventh place on the ladder 
for a piace in the top six at 
Olympic's expense. 

Until this season City 
have made something of a 
habit of ending Olympic's 
finals campaigns, having 
scorched them in the ‘86 
grand final and in the 91/92 
and 95/96 finals series, as 
well as last season's final 
round thriller. 

The last 12 months was worth the 
wait for most of the current Olympic 
squad, with their 6-2 aggregate pummel- 
ing of the South Australians providing 
ample proof that payback is indeed a 
bitch. 

An observation bound to aggravate 
and annoy those of the ‘eey, by gum’ per- 
suasion, especially those ex-pats who 
insist on denigrating the NSL at every turn 
despite rarely actually sampling the local 
product. 

But it must be said that I've not met 
an impartial observer who didn't think the 
recent FA Cup Final - thankfully won by 
Chelsea over Aston Villa, thus avoiding 
any extra time - wasn't as boring as bat 
shit. 

Yes, yes, great atmosphere and 
tah, rah, rah. 

But I'd sooner chew aluminium foil 
than sit through that monumentally 
tedious affair ever again. 

No arguments about the gulf in 
standards between the two competi- 
tions, but in terms of decent watchable 
games of footy, our NSL stacks up very 
nicely, thanks very much. 


ossibly the least edifying and

h the NSL only a tick away from 

celebrating the commencement 

of its 25th season you've got to hope 

that the governing body has given 

some consideration to how best com- 
memorate the milestone. 

As the first Aussie sport to go truly 
national in 1977 we've plenty to be proud 
of, the NSL beating the other footy codes 
by years and forging a path for the likes of 
the the NBL, who made a huge fuss of 20

years of the national basketball comp not 
long back. 

{ understand that because a variety 
of television broadcasters have held pri- 
mary rights to the NSL over the years that 
jt would be darn near impossible and not 
cost effective to produce a definitive video 
history of the league. 

But | believe a thoroughly 
researched, professionally produced and 
authoritative historical publication should 
be considered, sanctioned and financed 
by Soccer Australia as an immediate pri- 
ority. 

~ Whilst there have been plenty of 
well-intentioned efforts cobbled together 
by passionate supporters of the local 
game over the years, it would be good 
form to see the governing body take the 
lead in documenting what is, after all, its 
own part in creating Australian sporting 
history. 

Unless you're a hard-core devotee 
there are precious few accessible records 
of NSL history available. 

Many of the game's stars have sim- 
ply vanished from the scene and even 
some venues, like now defunct Footscray 
JUST's storied Schintler Reserve - the 
entire area not so long back flattened and 
replaced by giant warehouses - no longer 
exist. 

To put some perspective on just how 
quickly time slides away, only five players 
to have featured in championship-winning 
teams during the 1980's are still going 
around in the NSL. 

Getting some likely priceless anec- 
dotal pieces from Robbie Slater (St 
George, 1983), Mehmed Durakovic 
(Brunswick Juventus, 1985), Alex Tobin 
(Adelaide City, 1986), Fred DeJong 
(Marconi, 1988) and Bobby Catlin 
(Marconi 1988 and 1989) would be a ter- 
tific starting point. 


t might have amounted to about dou- 

ble the club's regular season aver- 
age, but there is still a huge cringe fac- 
tor to Cariton's opening home final 
crowd (read gathering) of a paltry 3,236 
for the second leg eliminator against 
Marconi. 

Even the Olympic game on Sunday 
wasn't much better. 

A couple of hundred less than the 
same club drew in a 1997/98 finals match- 
up at the same venue against the same 
opponent, the more recent effort was the 
worst NSL finals attendance since the 
1992/93 season. 

Only the die-hards turned out the 
back half of an already dead dual-legged 
elimination final between Parramatta 
Eagles and Wollongong that season, with 
the 1994 fans through the gates for that 
game the lowest attendance in NSL finals 
history. 

Just not good enough.

Prior to this season, Glory's aver- 
age attendance was 14,227 over their 
three seasons in the NSL, but this fell 
unexpectedly over the summer when 
gates averaged exactly 12;000. 

The announcement of night games 
in Perth came hot on the heels of a poll 
conducted by The West Australian 
which saw 88% of the respondents 
nominate Saturday at the preferred time 
for games. 

Only 12% voted for Sunday night 
while there was very little support for 
Friday nights."We did our own research 
and this confirms what we expected - 
that Saturday night is the one that most 
people would prefer," Lefort said. 

"It's great to have feedback from 
our fans and we will try and give them 
what they want. Saturday nights offer™ 
more of an opportunity for families to 
come along and support us under lights.

Currently Glory fans come from as 
far and wide as Albany in the south to 
Geraldton in the north to watch their 
team every second Sunday at Perth 
Oval. 

|f games were played on Friday or 
Sunday nights these legions of fans 
would not be accommodated for. 

The club have consulted lighting 
experts over the matter and are still 
looking at several different types of 
lighting available. "We have got a num- 


ber of quotes, but as yet we haven't 
made a final decision. We plan to have 
the lights installed for the first match of 
next season," Lefort said. 

The cost of the lighting is likely to 
be upwards of $700,000 depending on 
which system is installed. There are cur- 
rently two options being considered, the 
first to erect four permanent towers out- 
side the playing arena of Perth Oval, 
The other option is to use three mobile 
towers which would sit just behind the 
sideline seats and that could be 
removed for Australian Rules football 
games at the venue. 

There is aiso the likelihood that a 
series of lights will be fitted along the 
top of the existing grandstand. 

Glory will play at Perth Oval until 
the State Government come good with 
their promise of a purpose-built soccer 
stadium. 

Such a venue was first muted four 
years ago when a feasibility study was 
conducted and funds set aside for the 
project. 

Since then several further studies 
have been held and it is expected that 
the successful tender and site will be 
announced in June or July with con- 
struction commencing before the end of 
the year. 


urrently chairman of Perth S.C.'s 

Soccer Academy, former Perth 
Glory coach Gary Marocchi, is a reg- 
ular at Dorrien Gardens where he 
“likes to see a few games and see if 
is any talent around.”

The direct answer is money and 
marketing nous, but Soccer Australia 
does not have much of either to spare. 
However, Soccer Australia can provide 
an opportunity for state league teams to 
gain exposure. _ 

The solution here is a State 
Champions League. It could be organ- 
ised along the lines | have suggested for 
a regional second division (number of 
Tepresentatives in paretheses): Group 1, 
QLD (3), Northern NSW (1); Group 2, 
NSW (3), ACT (1); Group 3, VIC (3), TAS 
(1); and Group 4, SA (2), WA (2). 


Each league would be represented 
by the Major Premier, and for the bigger 
federations the highest ranked team(s) 
on the regular season ladder. 

The State Champion League itself 
would then be played along the same 
lines as the European international com- 
petitions, with a group stage followed by a 
knockout. 

This provides a complement rather ~ 
than a replacememt for a national Cup 
competition. 

However, if a national Cup is intro- 
duced, a State Champions League could 
also serve to select state league teams 
for the Cup. 

Anywhere from two to eight state 
league teams could be selected by enter- 
ing the finalists, semifinalists, or quarterfi- 
nglists from the State Champions League 
into the national Cup.

Soccer number one 
in Victorian Schools 


t’s official, soccer is the most popular 
game amongst primary school chil- 
dren in Victoria. 

Research conducted by the School 
Sports Unit has found that the game has 
the highest participation 
rate in Victoria amongst 
school children. 

Based on these find- 
ings, the Victorian Soccer 
Federation have 
unleashed the Primary 
School's Program which 
has the aim of developing 
increasing interest into 
better young players. 

The VSF have 
tecently appointed Ashley 
Cooper as Sports 
Development Officer to co- 
ordinate this program. 

The School Sports Unit's research 
found out exactly which schools are lead- 
ing the way in terms of playing the sport, 
as well as which schools need support 
and guidance in order to increase their 
participation numbers. 


Using these resuits, the VSF devel- 
opment staff will be going out to schools 
around Victoria with the aim of enhancing 
teacher soccer knowledge, as well as 
improving the skills of the children them- 

selves. 

While accom- 
plishing this, contacts 
of nearby clubs will be 
passed on to the 
schoo! - aged children, 
which will provide a link 
between VSF clubs 
and those children, 
interested in the game. 

This program 
shows how serious the 
VSF is about junior 
development, and with 
VSF licensed ball sup- 

plier REAL showing its keen support for 
Victorian soccer by supplying all the par- 
ticipating schools with balls, this develop- 
ment program indicates an optimistic 
future for the grass roots of Australian 
soccer.

And ‘Hutchy’ - who made his senior 
debut at 14 with focal side Morwell 
Pegasus - poured cold water over the 
notion that with the Welsh international at 
the helm Gippsland was a defensive side. 

"No, we're not defensive at all,” he 
retorts. “He (Hopkins) encourages the 
side to go forward and score all the time. 
He wants everyone to get into scoring 
positions. It's just that in front of goal we 
have let ourselves down, that's why we 
didn't end up scoring that many (just 23 in 
34 rounds, the second worst in the 
league.)

and Kresimir Marusic forming a potentially 
lethal quartet of attacking players. 

At the other end of the park Stuart 
Munro opted for the stronger John

The Sydney team were still 
looking dangerous in attack however, 
with Emerton and Marusic combining 
to create an opening for Mendez to 
shoot before Steve Horvat rescued 
Carlton with another timely tackle to 
take the pace off the shot and make 
life easier for Anastasiadis. 

Cardozo then shot straight at 
the 'keeper from fifteen metres when 
on another day Olympic's top scorer 
may well have slotted it home. 

By contrast, Carlton's in-form 
striker Archie Thompson converted 
his next half-chance with aplomb. 
Lubo Lapsansky's corner was flicked 
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on by Andrew Marth and Thompson did 
well to hook the ball in from close range. 
With confidence sky high, he almost made 
it 2-0 minutes later when his first time left 
foot shot from a low Mark Atkinson cross 
forced Perosh to save down low to his 
right. 

Lapsansky, as usual, was happy to 
try his luck from long range but it was 
Mark Atkinson who again forced Perosh 
into action, with a low cross-shot which 
needed to be pushed around the far post 
just before the break.
